Section C, "Specific Duties", 
will not be classified. However, unless, the entire Fitness Report 
is unclassified, each of t he d uties should be followed by (U) to 
indicate unclassified. 
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c. Most instances of classified content will occur in Sections 
D and E, "Narrative Comments". Here the paragraphs shou ld be 
marked as appropriate and should not present a problem. 


d. The derivative classification stamp will be used on the 
first p age if the Fitness Report is classified CONFIDENTIAL or 
SECRET.
